MOTHER KILLED IN BED; 
HER CHILDREN NOT HURT 


Natchez Miss., April 24.—Of all the 
deaths reported in this vicinity, tnclud- 
ing Concordia parish, La., a total of 
sixty-four, only two, Mrs. Devereaux 
Shields and James Vickers were white 
persons. 

The: first damage done was at S. H. 
Lambdin’s plantation, seven miles south 
Vidalia. ‘Here Mrs. Shields, of 
Natchez, with her two little boys, were 
visiting. Mrs. Shields and-her’ two 
sons occupied the same bed. A beam 
fel] across the bed, striking the mother 
in the temple, killing her instantly. Her 
bovs were uninjured. Four negroes 
were killed on the plantation, and many 
cabins were razed to the ground. 58. 
H. Lambdin was struck by a beam, 
injured internally.

Tonight the number of killed is es- 
timated at over 200, and the 
number of injured at over four hundred, 
with many portions of the afflicted 
districts to hear from. ; 

Most of the dead are negroes. Per: 
haps a dozen white persons were 
caught in falling buildings, and either 
fatally injured or so seriously disabled 
as to require medical attention. 

The loss of Hfe wag chiefly in the 
quarters of colored persons, where thé 
wind destroyed cabins, burying the 
occupants in the debris, or in the 
farming sections of the country, where 
trees were uprooted, telegraph and

Churehill, in Jefferson county, 
north of Adams county, was the 
place in the pathway of the storm. 

Two plantations in the neighborhood, 
pelonging to James McClure, of Natchez, 
were shorn of their two houses and sev- 
enteen cabins. Bight deaths were re- 
ported on these plantations. 

Every physician in .vatcheb hastened 
to Concordia pagish and the country 
districts to give surgical assistance to 
the injured.

Washington, April 24.—The second; 
annual meeting of the American So- 
clety of International Law was begun 
at the New Willard hotel here today, 
A program of discussion has been ar- 
ranged which will keep the hundred 
Or more members of the society en- 
gaged until tomorrow night, when the 
meeting is to end with a banquet, at 
which the climax of oratory will be 
reached. 

The feature ofthe session today was 
the annua] address of Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, president of the so- 
ciety. 

Secretary Root, president of the so- 
clety, opened the meeting with an ad- 
dress on “The Sanctions of Interna- 
tional Law,” in which he took occasion 
to discuss most interestingly the de- 
veloping force of public opinion in in- 
ternational affairs. He said: 

Secretary Root'’s Speech. 

“One accustomed to the administra- 
tion of municipal law who turns his 
attention for the first time to the dis- 
cussion of practical questions arising 
between nations and dependent upon 
the rules of international law must be 
Struck by a difference between the two 
systems which materially affects the 


discussion, and which 
fundamental. 
“The proofs and arguments adduced 


is apparently 


to the object of setting in motion cer- 
tain legal machinery which will result 
in a judicial judgment to be enforced 
by the entire power of the state over 
litigants subject to its jurisdiction and | 
control, 

“When the international lawyer, on 
the other hand, proceeds to seek the 
establishment of rights or the redress 
of wrongs in a concrete case, he hag 
apparently no objective point to which 
he can address his proofs or argu- 


ments, except the conscience and sense 
of justice of the opposing party to the) 
controversy. In only rare, exceptional 
and peculiar cases do the conclusions 
of the international lawyer, however, 
Clearly: demonstrated, have behind) 
them the compulsory effect of possible | 
war. 

“In the vast majority of practical 
questions arising under the rules of 
international law there does not ap- 
pear on the surface to be any reason 
why either party should abandon its 
own contention or yield against its 
own interest to the arguments of the 
other side. This apparent absence of 
sanction for the enforcement of the 
rules of international law has _ led 
great authorities to deny that these 
rules are entitled to be called law at 
all; and this apparent hopelessness of 
finality carries to the mind which lim- 
its its consideration to the procedure 
In each particular case a certain sense 
of futility of argument.. 

“Nevertheless all the forefgn officers 
of the civilizeqg world are continual'y 
discussing with each other questions 
of international law, both public and 
private, cheerfully and hopefully mar- 
shaling facts, furnishing evidence, and 
presenting arguments and building up 
records désigned to show that the 
rules of international law require such 
and such things to be done or such 
and such thing's to be left undone. And 


In coantiess casés ‘nations are yielding 
to such argwments ard shaping thetr | 
conduct against thelr own apparent 
interests tn the particular cases under 
discussion in obedience to the rules 
which are shown to be applicable. 

“Careful consideration seems to lead 
to the conclusion that there are sanc- 
tions for the enforcement of interna- 
tional law no legs neal and substantial 
than those which secure obedience to 
municipal law.

“The rules of international law are 
enforced by the same kind of ganction, 
less certain and peremptory but con- 
tinually increasing in effectiveness of 
control. ‘A decent respect to the opin- 
ions of mankind’ did not begin or end 
among nations with the American 
declaration of independence; but it is 
interesting that the first public na- 
tional act in the new world should be 
an appeal to that universal, interna- 
tional public opinion, the power and 
effectiveness of which the new world 
has done so much to promote, 

“In former times, each isolated na- 
tion, satisfied with its own opinion of 
itself and indifferent to the opinion of 
Others. separated from all others by 
mutual ignorance and misjudgment, 
regarded only the physical power of 
other nations. Now, however, there

Standards of conduct, are being estab- 
lished, and a world-wide public opinion 
is holding nations to conformity or 
condemning them for disregard of the 
established standards. 

“Pari passu with the breaking down 
of isolation, that makes a common 
public opinion possible, the building 
up of standards of conduct; is being 
accomplished by the formulation and 
establishment of rules that are being 
fradually taken out of the domain cf 
discussion into that of general accept- 
ance—a process in whicn the confer- 
ences at The Hague have played a 
great and honorable part. 


All Nations Show Deference. 


“There is no ceivilized country now 
which is not sensitive to this general 
opinion, none that is willing to sub- 
ject itself to the discredit of standing 
brutally on its power to deny to other 
countries the benefit of recognized 
rules of right conduct. The deference 
shown to this international public 
opinion is in due proportion to a na- 
tion’s greatness and advance in civil- 
ization. 

“The nearest approach to defiance 
will be found amone the most isolated 
and least civilized of countries whose 
ignorance of the world prevents the 
effect of the world’s opinion, and in 
every such country internal disorder, 
oppression, poverty and wretchedness 
mark the penalties which warn mane 
kind that the laws established by civil- 
ization for the guidance of national 
conduct cannot be ignored with im- 
punity. 

“Manifestly, this power of interna- 
tlonal public opinion is exercised not 
£0 much by governments as by the 
people of each country whose opinions 
are interpreted in the press and de- 
termine the countries’ attitude toward 
the nation whose conduct is under con- 
Sideration. International opinion is the 
consensus Of individual opinion in the 
nations. 

“The most certain way to promote 
obedience to the law of nations and to 
substitute the power of opinion. for 


| the power of armies and navies is, on 


to foster that ‘decent 
respect to the opinions of mankind’ 
which found place in the government 
declaration of 1776, and, on the other 
hand, to spread among the people of 
every country a just appreciation of 
internatienal rights and duties and a 
knowledge of the principles and rules 
of international law to which national] 
conduct ought to conform; so that the 
general opinion whose approval or con. 
demnation supplies the sanction for the 
law may be sound and just and worthy 
of respect.’’

A bird in the hat js worth 
eight or ten in the bush.

At least it will involve the employment of a large force of clerks, possi- 
bly for several years and at great expense to provide what in the end may 
be largely useless from the fact the rates are continually changing here and 
there; for the change in rate on a single line would necessitate several thou- 
sand corrections to bring the record up to date. 

It must be remembered, too, that every expense of this sort put upon 
the railroads comes ultimately out of the pockets of the public; for if the 
railroads are forced into such an expense, they must provide the means of

At 
the age of 17, having accomplished 
work which left a deep impress on his 
own day, he crawled to his wretched 
Sarret to dle from the _ effects of 
arsenic administered by his own hand, 
The evidence is that this last dramatic 
protest of a life overflowing with 
drama wag provoked by the pitying 
offer of food from hig friendly land- 
lady, a motherly woman who read in 
the boy’s pinched face and tottering 
walk the final symptoms of actua 
Starvation. 


Upon this strange and powerful foun- 


dation, Charles Edward Russell has 
builded a narrative-biography in which 
grasping human interest vies with his- 
torical significance. Readers who have 
heretofore known Mr. Russell chiefly 
as one of the most radical and effective 
of the so-called “muck-rakers,” here 
get a new and surprising glimpse of 
the man. The study of the “Chatterton 
mystery” has been, with him, virtually 
an obsession, and he has worked out 
a story in English that’is vigorous, 
tender and appealing and in sentiment 
that can aim at no loftier object—since 
his avowed intention is clearing of 
scandal a name that has had to bear 
the unjust burden of libels that prevail 
to thig day. 


Chatterton’s work has not survived in 
the degree or the manner noticeable 
with the poets we call universal. His 
phrases have not entered into the warp 
and woof of everyday speech, pointing 
a moral here, compressing a. truism 
there, lending themselves to the rough 
and tumble usage of the constant rou- 
tine. Partly, the seemingly ancient 
Style in which they are constructed is 
responsible; and partly, too, because 
vivid imagery is more in the ascend- 
ent in his work than is epigram. 

Despite these conventional shortcom- 
ings, the poems, both in their concep- 
tion, their themes and the amazing 
fluency of narrative, stand even now 
as objects of wondering admiration 
for scholars and students who are 
familiar with the conditions under 
which they are produced, and with the 
brilliant assemblage with which the, 
genius of Chattgrton was in competi- 
tion. 


It is, perhaps, after all, the poignant 
tragedy of his life and the truly won- 
derful precocity of his genius that set 
Chatterton aside as remarkable. And 
if the bewildering facility of his poems 
does not satisfy the man in search of 
the key to hig mystery, there is the 
further manner in which he figured in 
the political activities of his time. The 
boy was possessed of a clear, reasoning 
brain, of a passionate, flowing style 
and of convictions clean-cut as cameos 
and abnormally forceful. There can be 
no question that his pamphleteering ex- 
erted a tremendous influence on the 
radical tendencies of eighteenth cen- 
tury England, his pen being ever 
aligned against absolutism and toward 
the furtherance of the then concep- 
tion of popular rights. 

Of dubious, obscure and inauspicfous 
parentage, his entire life was a buffet 
with fortune, a series of petty persecu- 
tions. from misunderstanding spite; 
ever and always alternating with the 
beautiful dreams that must, in better 
moments, have brought him compensa- 
tion for the seldom mitigated round of 


suffering. Mr. Russell defends him, 
with extreme vehemenee, against the 
charge of forgery with regard to the} 
“Rowley” poems, and pilfories as crue! 
and unfounded the charges that he led 
a life of self-indulgence and licentious- 
ness.
